Thousands of visitors 
who make the Eufaula Pil- 
grimage April ll-17 will be 
able to see seven lovely 
ante-bellum mansions pro- 
bably because the War Be- 
tween the States ended with 
three destructive Federal 
raiding parties on their way 
to sack the Bluff City. 

Roving Union forces 
struck Selma, Evergreen 
and Sparta during the dying 
days of the war. Montgom- 
ery, the first Capital ofthe 
Confederacy, fell early in 
1865 and Governor Thomas 
Watts fled toward Eu- 
faula via Union Springs. 
Eufaula, a center of cotton 
commerce and aristoc- 
racy, was the next target 
when word about Appo- 
mattox reached Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin H, Grierson 
before he could ready an 
assault on the Chattahoo- 
chee River town. 

The pilgrimage re- 
creates an era of elegance 
when wealthy planters built 
stately mansions among the 
massive trees that still line 
Eufaula’s streets. One of 
the highlights of the week 
will be an old South Ball 
patterned after the grand- 
style social affairs of Ante- 
bellum Alabama, 

For five dollars visit- 
Ors can view the very 
hearts and hearths of seven 
gracious homes, including 
Dean Hall and Cato 
House. It took ten years to 
collect the materials and 
build Dean Hall and the 
three - storied structure

ROSES 

The rose is America’s 
favorite flower, Its beauty, 
to many, is unsurpassed, 
It is unfortunate that roses 
are susceptible to so many 
insects and diseases and 
need close attention to keep 
them growing and bloom- 
ing, 


First of all roses need, 


plenty of water, Water 
helps them develop strong, 
deep-rooted systems that 
can withstand periods of 
drought. When watering, 
water late in the afternoon 
in time for foliage to dry 
before. dark. Leaving fol- 
iage wet overnight tends to 
aid in spreading disease, 

Secondly, roses need to 
be fertilized several times 
throughout the growing 
season. Late feeding will 
cause late, tender growth 
to be killed by cold weather, 
Fertilize with one-half 
pound 8-8-8 for each 180 
square feet of bed at each 
application, 

Third, control of insects 
should begin as soon as 
leaves unfold. Treat each 
week throughout the grow- 
ing season. Avoid dusting 
Or spraying in the heat of 
the day or when it’s windy, 
If you dust, do it either 
in early morning or late 
evening when dew helps the 
dust stick to leaves, 


PEANUTS

For best results, a fish 
needs to be cleaned the 
minute it is caught, But who 
can stop the fun of fishing 
and clean fish. Therefore, 
we need to clean fish be- 
fore we start home, if we 
have a long way to go. 
With fish clean and packed 
on ice, you will have little 
to be concerned about in 
the way of spoilage.
